The picture included in this year's May Show is a product of my fascination with 
multiple image work. Sometimes, as in the May Show piece, this involves combining many 
individual images and at other times it involves printing a single image many different 
ways. Through the rearrangement of the image I am able to possess it and to make a new 
image that is, for me, a deeper form of personal expression. In a sense I feel that I 
am painting with the camera. 

Pieces such as the Judith's Garden series, which includes the May Show picture, are 
also about process. You will notice that I have left edges of the negative showing and 
have sometimes vignetted a shot. I do this to reinforce the fact that the picture is not 
one image broken up, but made up of individual images many of which could stand alone. 

For the curious observer, the history of the picture is apparent. Through studying the 
edges of the negative, the observer can even determine which pictures came off the same 
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roll of film. 

The Judith's Garden series was shot over a 3 1/2 month period and the 
images were pulled from about 30 rolls of film. The pictures are autobiographical 
in that they are about my relationship to my garden, another consuming interest. 
Studies for the large pieces were done by printing 4 copies of each proof sheet. 

Two copies were then cut up, and I spent one week alone in Maine arranging the 
compositions and identifying what roll of film each picture came from. I then 
returned to Cleveland to print the final piece. Each picture is individually 
mounted on museum board and trimmed on a book cutter before being finally assembled.
